JERUSALEM (?}—A tragic record of Nazi atroci- 
ties against Jews early in World’ War II unfolded Mon- 
day at Adolf Eichmann’s trial. One courtroom specta- 
tor broke into a raging outburst against the former Ges- 


tapo officer. 


A Fort Lee, N.J., mechanical 
engineer told of Jews used for 
target practice. 


In the middle of a description 
of a Nazi deportation train, a 
spectator suddenly jumped to his 
feet and screamed: ‘‘Where is my 
family? Kill. Kill. Kill. Blood- 
hounds, bloodhounds.”’ 


Eichmann turned sharply in his 
seat behind sheets of bullet proof 
glass surrounding the prisoner's 
dock and watched as uniformed 
guards seized the witness and 
hurried him from the court. 


Between sobs, he _ identified 
himself as Zvi Scheffer, of Tel 
Aviv. He said most of his family 


was finished, they would hunt 
down those they had injured and 
give them the last shot.” 


Wells described his camp com- 
mander, an SS officer he iden- 
tified as Fritz Gebauer, as a man 
who “enjoyed strangling people 
with his own hands.”’

President Kennedy’s first 100 days in 
the White House have been more trying 
than even he could have anticipated. But 
in his inaugural address he warned of 
greater disappointments, that things 
would get worse before they get better.

And for the first time within 90 miles of 
the American coast, a neighboring nation, 
Cuba, openly joined the Communist camp 
in a celebration which could not have 
been lost on all Latin American nations 
who want to remain free. 

That the United States celebrated Law 
Day, urging international rule of law, did

Failure of the ill-planned and exe- 
cuted “invasion” of Cuba leaves the 
United States facing the gravest danger 
to this hemisphere in a century. The real 
threet is use of the Cuban base to spread 
subversion in all Latin America and to 
export anti-American hate. 

In Laos it may be too late to save the 
day unless the United States and her al- 
lies are willing to engage in another 
lengthy and indecisive limited war and 
possibly to touch off a major international 
conflict. The decisions as to what risks to 
take are being made now in consultations 
within the National Security Council and 
with the nation’s diplomagic and military 
leaders. They must be based upon a reali- 
zation that the Communists have 
launched an offensive against all of 
Southeast Asia. 

Former President Eisenhower warned 
yesterday that recriminations about what 
happened in Cuba will solve nothing, that 
the country must unite behind policies to 
overcome this failure and to prevent 
Communist erosion elsewhere. 

President Kennedy has outlined a 
blueprint for meeting the worldwide 
threat that calls for work, support and 
sacrifice by all Americans and all free 
people. It is the only alternative to defeat 
or nuclear destruction of the world.

Congress Should Extend 


Temporary Gasoline Tax 


Although there are valid arguments 
against the general practice af keeping 
“temporary” taxes in effect until they 
become cloaked with permanence, the 
House Ways and Means Committee is 
justified in approving extension of the 
penny-per-gallon hike in gasoline taxes. 
Congress should follow suit. : 
Otherwise, the pay-as-you-go federal 
superhighway program, which should be 
finished as soon as possible, would drag 
along for years beyond the target date for 
completion. 

Probability of the extra tax being ex- 
tended beyond its original deadline of 
July 1 has brought anticipated yelps of 
anguish from the petroleum industry. 
But all who have a stake in benefits to 
be derived from completion of the 41,- 
000-mile network-——and that includes the 
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average motorist and the trucking in- 
dustry—might as well accept the fact that 
users of the roads are the logical ones to 
pick up the tab. Trucks with their heavy 
loads cause great damage to highways 
and the industry should pay accordingly. 
Another thing Congress should do is 
to approve President Kennedy’s proposal, 
unjustly rejected by the House Ways and 
Means Committee, to increase the tax on 
diese] fuel, used by trucks, from 4 to 7 
cents a gallon. 
Anyone who has inhaled exhaust from 
the smelly stuff for miles and miles - and 
what motorist hasn’t—should demand 
that Congress make the diesel fuel burn- 
ers pay much more than they are for the 
privilege of stinking up the roadways.

NAACP Wrong About 


Moderation, Patience 


The Rev. Otis Moss Jr., vice president 
of the NAACP in Atlanta, certainly dis- 
played questionable wisdom in discussing 
the desegregation of schools here in terms 
of Civil War battles. 

If a segregationist had used such lan- 
guage the Negro community would have 
reacted with revulsion. And rightly so. It 
should show the same dismay at the Rev. 
Mr. Moss’ choice of words. 

The Atlanta minister compounded his 
error with this incredible statement: 
“there is no time for patience and mod- 
eration.” 

There has never been a time when 


patience was more important to the citi- - 


zens of Atlanta—Negro and white. As 
for moderation, the alternatives are inac- 
tion or reaction. The Negroes don’t want 
that. We can’t believe that the Rev. Mr.

It is as wrong to condemn just the 
young men involved in the basketball 
gambling scandals as it is wrong to over- 
look and excuse their crime. 

The truth is that much more than just 
a few young athletes is involved. The en- 
tire concept of “big-time” college ath- 
letics is involved. . 

There will be gambling scandals in 
college athletics as long as colleges fail in 
their job of teaching their students the 
proper relationship between football and 
physics, for example, basketball and lit- 
erature, between sport and spectacle. It 
is not a job that can be done solely by 
athletic directors and coaches. The re- 
sponsibility lies with boards of trustees, 
college presidents and alumni organiza- 
tions as well. 

Criticism of college athletics by edito- 
rial writers and by scholars is often mis- 
understood. (Itis often improper, too.) 
We are not suggesting that Georgia Tech 
become Emory, that Ohio State become 
Johns Hopkins. We are suggesting that 
athletic excesses be stopped. Sports Edi- 
tor Jesse Outlar, whose love of college 
athletics can’t be questioned, said it bet- 
ter than we can: 

“.. . Colleges in general and win-at- 
any-price coaches and alumni zealots in 
particular can’t plead innocent. ... You 
can’t really censure a boy too severely 
for selling out to a crook if he was 
originally purchased by a college.”

Ultra-Liberals Are Fy 


Annoyed at JFK 


WASHINGTON—The national structure of 
President Kennedy’s political support is under- 


going underground shifts which are little noted RS 

now but may have great significance for the future. These move- 
ments are like small earthquakes below the surface of politics. As one 
section of voters moves away from the President, another which had 
heretofore opposed him moves toward him. 


Speaking generally, it is ultra- 
liberals who are leaving him and 
it is the moderately conservative 
with whom he 1s gaining in favor. 

It ig hardly debatable that his 
present total backing, taking the 
country as a whole, is greater 
than on election day. 

But to say that the President 
stands higher now generally than 
last November is not necessarily 
to say that his gains will over- 
come his losses. 

It will not automatically profit 
him to pick up additional support 
in other areas—whether these 
were won or lost areas last time— 
if this is to be accompanied by 
decisive losses in key electoral 
states like New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Michigan. In such a 
circumstance, it might not do him 
much good even to gain smaller 
states actually lost before. 

As the President gains among 
the moderately conservative and 
loses among the ultra-liberals— 
with whom he is taking a great 
risk by insisting upon running a 
responsible presidency—this is 
clear: The tone of his administra- 
tion will come closer and closer 
to the moderately conservative 
group and move farther and far-

ther from the ultra-liberal group. 

This, indeed, is what has al- 
ready been occurring. One by 
one the ultra-liberal factions are 
becoming annoyed with the Presi- 
dent. The civil rights extremists 
are extremely unhappy that the 
President won't demand  ex- 
tremist programs. Moreover, he 
intends to go on resisting every 
kind of pressure, including this 
one, which would unnecessarily di- 
vide a country in rising peril 
from abroad. 

His relationship with the labor 
extremists is similar. They are 
increasingly angry with him for 
asking tax incentives for busi- 
ness and for rejecting various 
New Dealish spending schemes. 

Finally, there are those who 
are emotionally committed to the 
well-intentioned proposition that 
the way to stop aggressive com- 
munism is to concede more and 
more ground to Communist im- 
perialism while endlessly ‘‘nego- 
tiating’’ with it. 

The Kennedy who gave un- 
ashamed if indirect support to 
the anti-Castro invasion of Cuba 
is not the kind of Kennedy these 
people like.

Liberals 
Peril U.S., 
Byrd Says 


“Liberal elements which oper- 
ate from within the very frame- 
work of the government” are pos- 
ing alarming dangers to America, 
Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd declared 
Monday. 


_ He made the assertion in a 
speech prepared for delivery to 
the Macon Bar Association, the 
first of a series of nine meetings 
which Byrd plans during the 
week. He addressed a youth ban- 
quet in Covington Monday night. 
TEMPO INCREASES 

A highlight of Byrd's schedule 
as the tempo increases in the pre- 
gubernatorial battle is a dinner 
Thurusday night at which he will 
play host to all Third Congres- 
sional District legislators, 


Byrd apparently hopes to solid- 
ify his support with the lawmak- 
ers from his home district during 
the meeting at his Reynolds home. 


In the Macon speech, the lieu- 
tenant governor asserted that lib- 
erals working in the government 
are “far more alarming’ than 
foreign enemies of the nation. 


‘LIKE TERMITES’ 


“Our foreign foes are known— 
they announce to the world their 
intentions to bury us,”’ Byrd said. 
‘More immediately frightening 
. . . are the insidious encroach- 
ments that have been made and 
are being made upon the basic 
cornerstones of our form of gov- 
ernment by the so-called liberal 
elements which operate from 
within the very framework of the 
government itself.’’ 


He declared, ‘“Those same lib- 
eral reformists who are so bent 
on reorganizing our government 
to their socialistic concepts never 
stop to realize they are eating 
away—like termites—on the foun- 
dations of the only form of gov- 
ernment left in the world under 
which they would be tolerated.” 


Byrd contrasted the May Day 
celebrations of Communist coun- 
tries—‘‘a sword-rattling show of 
military might’’—with the Ameri- 
can tradition of ‘“‘exalting legal 
right.” 


‘While we are being thankful 
for a superior form of govern- 
ment, they are being boastful of 
a superior form of rocketry,’’ he 
said. 


In the speech at the annual Cov- 
ington Youth Banquet, Byrd urged 
the youngsters to become interest- 
ed in government, and noted that 
youth has become more evident 
in government. 


“In our own Georgia General 
Assembly, we have more young 
representatives and senators 
elected for each new term," he 
said.

As the water began to rose, the 
wild game which inhabited the 
region was forced inexorably to 
move to higher and higher ground. 
Many of these creatures steered 
clear of trouble, but many more 
of them sudedniy found them- 
selves trapped on pieces of land 


into inslands. 


But for some courageous and 
enterprising employes of the N. 
Rhodesia Wildlife Conservation 
Department, these marooned ani- 
mals would have slowly suc- 
cumbed to the ever-rising waters. 
However, a team of five European 
conservation officers and 5 Afri- 
can helpers have thus far res- 
cued a total of 2,745 animals, not 
including hundreds of birds and 
snakes. Of this total, 189 died after 
capture, mainly as the ersult of 
shock and injuries. 


THE RESCUE FLEET 


This rescue team operates from 
nine small boats and a mother 
ship. It captures thes tranded ani- 
mals on the various drowning is- 
lands by means of ropes and 
traps, ties them up with silk 
stockings, lifts them into the 
small boats and then carries them 
to safe ground. 


The mother ship is used for 
transporting and towing the big- 
ger game, such as rhinoceros and 
giraffe. For capturing the huge 
and powerful rhinos, the team 
uses a rifle that shoots drug-load- 
ed hypodermic darts into their 
rumps. Once the Rhino is uncon- 
scious, the team ties it up and 
loads its huge bulk onto a raft. 
The mother ship then tows the 
raft to high ground where the 
beast is untied and left to regain 
consciousness on its. own—for no 
one wants to be around when it 
wakes up! There is nothing in the 
world more ferociols than an 
angry rhino. 


According to the Conservation 
|Department, there are still ap- 
proximately 1,50 animals _re- 
maining on these fast-disappear- 
ing islands, including eight rhinos. 
As the mighty Zambesi River is 
now in full flood, causing the wa- 
ters of Lake Kariba to rise five to 
six inches daily, the rescue team 
will have to work fast. And it will 
need a large supply of silkstock- 
ings to tie all these ‘‘critters’’ up. 


In casé you might still be won- 
dering why silk stockings are 
used instead of. rope — it is be- 
cause it has been found that silk 
stockings cut less deeply into the 
struggling animals’ flesh while 
still binding them securely. So 
you can see that the members of 
the Conservation Department res- 
cue team are not only cour- 
ageousa nd enterprising—but also 
very kind-hearted people. The 
neight of ingratitude is that these 
brutes are not the least bit obliged 
to their heroic and gentle rescuers 
thus making the latter's task truly 
a thankless one.

streets of Savannah and good 
Whigs were rallying around the 
Liberty Pole, mused: 


“Taken wholly unawares, Sir 
James was probably for the first 
time bereft of the King’s English.’’ 


TIMING OFF 


“Sir James” was James Wright, 
third and last of the royal gov- 
ernors of Georgia—a man of high 
ability who had the misfortune to 
be chief executive al a time when 
the people were ripe for revolu- 
tion. 


The day he was arrested by 
Georgia ‘‘Liberty Boys’’ was only 
one of many humiliations Wright 
suffered during his 20-year guber- 
natorial term. 


The baronet had to sneak away 
from the mansion and his captors 
and flee to England. (Sir James 
came doggedly back later near 
the close of the Revolution and 
had much to do with the stubborn 
defense of Savannah by the Brit- 
ish.) 


Before that dramatic arrest Gov. 
Wright had been burned in effigy. 
His important mail had been tam- 
pered with. London officials had 
ignored his requests for troops. 
Members of the Georgia Assem- 
bly. had given him back-talk and 
trouble. 

BALKED BY ‘INSULTS’ 

The harassed executive even- 
tually requested leave to return 
to England, declaring he ‘“‘could 
not bear the insults to which he 
was daily subjected’’ and could 

“accomplish nothing in Georgia.” 


But the former South Carolina | 
attorney and British agent may | 
have accomplished more than he 
knew. 


Stubborn Sir James Wright is! 


credited by many historians with | 
holding back the Revolutionary | 
tide in the 13th colony. 


‘‘Because of his influence with | 
the leaders of the colony and the | 
high regard with which he was | 
held throughout Georgia,’’ one 
wrote, “Wright undoubtedly de- 
layed the rise of Revolutionary 
sentiment.”

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Wright was appointed governor 
May 13, 1760. 


He came to Savannah in Oc- 
tober of that year, at a time when 
the colony was just beginning to 
fit into the pattern édstablished by 
its older and wealthier ; 
South Carolina, after what one 
historian termed “‘a not very pro- 
ductive infancy of sociological 
and economic experimentation.” 


TO CAROLINA 
Wright—who had not yet been 
created a baronet--came to Geor- 


“| gia from South Carolina, but his 


roots were in England. 


Historians disagree over whether 
he was born in Charleston or in 
England. He was the son of Rob- 
ert Wright of Sedgefield in Dur- 
ham County, England, and a 
“widow Pitts.” The senior Wright 
was appointed chief justice of 
South Carolina and came to the 
colony. Son James was echicated 
in England, studying law at 
Gray's Inn, and was appointed 
South Carolina’s colonial agent in 
1757. 


Three years in this post taught 
James Wright a great deal about 
the British colonial system and 
introduced him to important 
British politicians, His experiences 
on both sides of the Atlantic 
fitted him for the appointment as 
Georgia's Royal Governor, 


!CORDIALLY RECEIVED 


The South Carolinian was cor- 
dially received by Georgians in the 
beginning. The South Carolina 
Gazette reported that Savannah 
put on “the biggest celebration in 
its history” to observe his appoint- 
ment as governor. Undoubtedly 
there were bonfires, fireworks, 
and toasts to the king. 


Wright found the province “‘in 
a depressed condition” and set 
about with energy to improve con- 
ditions and correct abuses that 
had grown up. 


He conscientiously worked for 
what he thought was best for 
Georgia. He successfully disputed 
South Carolina Gov. Boone’s in- 
fringing grants of lands south of 
the Altamaha River. He took 
every precaution to maintain 
friendly relations with the In- 
dians. His early relations with 
the Georgia Assembly were good, 


POINTED TO DUTY 


“It has ever been my study to 
discharge my duty to the King & 
People with integrity, & to the ut- 
most of my power,” he once de 
clared. 


By the third year of his long 
term the Treaty of Paris had 
ended the Spanish menace to 
Georgia. The Floridas were trans- 
ferred to Britain, giving Georgia 
friends to the south and easing 
Indian relations. A proclamation 
‘in 1763 gave the province for the 
first time a definite southern 
boundary, the St. Marys River. 
|The Creeks ceded lands greatly 
increasing the Georgia area open 
to white settlers. 


| Georgia began to prosper. 


Her governor was doing all 
right, too. James Wright was in- 
terested personally as well as of- 
'ficially in the economic develop- 
ment of Georgia. 


| BUILT UP HOLDINGS 


Throughout his governorship he 
| acquired and built up holdings of 
lands, slaves, and plantation 
stocks. (There is no evidence 
that he acquired any illegally or 
for speculative purposes.) Gov, 
Wright was one of the largest and 
most successful planters in the 
area. In the 1770's he shipped be 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 barrels of 
rice yearly from his 11 planta- 
tions covering 25,578 acres and 
worked 523 slaves. 


But in the mid-60’s England's 
Stamp Act and growing rebellion 
of Georgians against the mother 
country complicated Wright's ad- 
ministration. 


The harassed governor had to 
protect the king’s unpopular 
stamps from Savannah Sons of 
Liberty determined to destroy 
them. He sheltered a king’s agent 
in the mansion and reported he 
himself ‘did not have his clothes 
off’ for four days. 


FRUSTRATED... 


He became frustrated by the 
necessity of carrying out orders 
from London which were ob- 
noxious to the Georgia —z. 
Occasionally he adjourned 
assembly to prevent public = 
putes. The lower house included 
outspoken patriots like Noble 
Wimberly Jones who were thorns 
in the royal governor's flesh. 


The dismayed Wright wrote to 
London officials to report that 
the spirit of sedition which started 
in Boston had reached Georgia. 
He implored the Georgia Assem- 
bly not to “trample on law and 
government,” declaring in a Jan. 
17, 1775, address before that 
body: 


“You may be advocates for 
liberty: so am |, but in a consti- 
tutional and legal way. . 
there is no law, there can be no 
liberty.” 


During his leave to Lon- 
don between |! and 1776, the 
governor became ‘‘Sir James.” 
LIBERTY BOYS 

But his new title did not pre-

the Savannah River whit Wright 
proposed firing a salute to King 
George Ill, and breaking into Sa- 
vannah’s powder magazine to 
take ammunition reportedly fired

Sir James offered a reward for 
capture of the magazine raiders. 
Ironically, they were the very 
men who later marched into the 
mansion and arrested the indig- 
nant governor 


The governor never knew until 
years after the Revolutionary 
War why the troops he had asked 
for in dispatches from London 
failed to come. Patriots had in- 
tercepted the letters and substi- 
tuted for them messages that all 
was well in Georgia. 

VAIN EFFORT 

Sent back to Georgia after Sa- 
vannah fell to the British, Sir 
James Wright tried valiantly but 
futilely to restore the province to 
its old—and to him proper—place 
in the Empire. 


Again he was frustrated by 
guerrilla warfare in the back 
country, failure of England to 
give him the defense he sought, 
and eventual orders to evacuate 
Savannah and Georgia: 


Gov. Wright left Georgia—the 
scene of his greatest successes 
and failures—with British troops 
July 10, 1782. He sailed down the 
Savannah River to the Atlantic 
for the last time and went ‘“‘home”’ 
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But the suburbs, on the border . 
. Where the grounds are kept in order. . 
“‘resteth from his labors’. . . In 
some small church, with its steeple . ,

to an England he hardly knew. 
.For the remaining three years 
of his life Sir James, a tired and 
embittered old man, tried to get 
financial compensation for him- 
self and other Loyalists who had 
lost their fortunes. 


For his claim of 38,000 pounds 
for property lost in Georgia and 
loss of his office, he was granted 
a pitifully small pension of 500 
pounds a year. He died Nov. 20, 
1785, and was buried in the north 
cloister of Westminster Abbey.

2. In 1941 county expenditures 
were $4,850,651.00: in 1960 the 
total had increased to $21,192,- 
370.00, or an increase of 337%. 
During the twenty-year period, 
population of the county increased 
from 400,954 to 556,326 or an in- 
crease of 39%. The per resident 
cost increased from $12.09 to 
$38.09. 

In 1941 the county ad valorem 
rate was 13% mills; in 1947 it 
was increased to 22 mills by vote 
of the people.
